cials say it’s just one piece of a 
much larger puzzle. 

Acadia released its response 
Thursday to a report from 
chief public health officer Dr. 
Robert Strang on reducing al¬ 
cohol harm among students. 
The school asked for the re¬ 
port after the death of 19-year- 
old Jonathan Andrews during 
frosh week in 2011. 

Strang’s report focuses on 
reducing the demand for and 
availability of alcohol 
on campus — and 


on the need for parents and 
peers to stop treating alcohol 
as necessary to have iun. 

“Binge drinking ... is un¬ 
fortunately often considered a 
rite of passage, and because of 
that belief, we frequently turn 
a blind eye to the situation,” he 
said. 

Strang says heavy drinking 
is so harmful to young adults, 
alcohol should be considered 
a drug. 

“There is a safe and ac¬ 
ceptable use of alcohol,

but it is a dangerous substance 
and needs to be treated with 
caution,” he said. 

Acadia University president 
Dr. Ray Ivany says the uni¬ 
versity is implementing sev¬ 
eral new measures with a 


particular emphasis on peer 
influence. Up to 100 students 
will join “Red & Blue” crews, 
trained to identify students at 
risk of harmful behaviour — 
and to intervene. Alcohol has 
also been banned in individual 
residence rooms during orien¬ 
tation week. 

“Once we get through wel¬ 
come week, we will have had 
seven days to run the students 
through programming to in¬ 
crease their understanding of 
the issue,” said Ivany.

Ivany says first-year stu¬ 
dents are increasingly arriving 
with drinking habits already in 
place, but says universities are 
accustomed to being agents of 
change. 

“Universities for a long 
time have been taking the 
products of high school ... 
and then trying to work with 
that,” he said. “This is a serious 
issue, but just as in past gen¬ 
erations, we’ve found a way to 
influence those behaviours.”

Minister shrugs off 
Kelly’s criticism 
over bar district 

A Nova Scotia cabinet 
minister says Halifax May¬ 
or Peter Kelly is wrong 
to suggest the province 
isn’t doing enough to 
curb binge 
drinking in 
the city’s 
bar district. 

John 

MacDonell, 
the minis¬ 
ter respon¬ 
sible for 
the Liquor 
Control 
Act, said Kelly’s recent 
accusation rings hollow 
because he failed to back 
it up with any facts. 

“Unless he has some 
numbers to back up what 
he’s saying, I don’t know 
where he’s coming from,” 
he said Thursday after a 
cabinet meeting. 

On Wednesday, Kelly 
issued a statement say¬ 
ing too many people are 
showing up drunk at bars, 
where they are served 
more alcohol — a viola¬ 
tion of the Liquor Control 
Act. “I’m talking about 
the unfortunate tendency 
of some people to come 
downtown to binge drink 
and cause trouble and the 
unwillingness on the part 
of the province and bar 
owners to nip this situa¬ 
tion in the bud, before it 
spreads,” he said. 

He said he wants the 
minister and bar owners 
to do more to enforce the 
law. “It is time those who 
have the authority to rem¬ 
edy this distressing state 
of affairs do so before it 
gets any worse,” he said. 

Bar owners have al¬ 
ready condemned Kelly’s 
comments, and MacDon¬ 
ell insists the province is 
doing its part. “We work 
extremely hard to enforce 
our regulations,” he 
said. “Our people are in 
establishments on a fairly 
regular basis and actually 
targeting ones that have a 
history.” the Canadian press

The mayor of Wolfville says 
off-campus alcohol use hasn’t 
resulted in any major crime 
issues, as it has in Halifax — 
and he intends to make sure 
that doesn’t change. 

In the wake of violent in¬ 
cidents in HRM’s downtown 
core this summer, there have 
been calls to change licensing 
laws so that all bars must close 
at 1 a.m. 

In Wolfville, all bars close 
at 1 a.m. and so far, Mayor Bob 
Stead says there have been no 
issues with street crime or vio¬ 
lence afterwards — only nuis¬ 
ance complaints about noise 
and trespassing. 

Still, Stead says he’s always 
in consultation with business 
owners and residents about 
ways to mitigate the negative 
impact of alcohol use. 

One owner has suggested 
keeping his bar open for an 
hour or so after alcohol service 
ends, serving soft drinks and 
munchies to patrons as they 
wind down. 

“He says it’s a decompres¬ 
sion time that, instead of tak¬ 
ing place on the street, can 
take place in the context of a 
social environment that’s in¬ 
doors,” Stead explained. 

In the town at large, Stead 
says he’s always thinking 
about policies that can engage 
students to feel connected to 
the community and take pride 
in it.

So far, so good. May and 
Keith, seeded sixth, steam- 
rolled the competition on 
the Sands at Salter on Thurs¬ 
day, hammering teams from

Guatemala and Thailand in 
straight sets to sit 2-0. They 
can wrap up first in their pool 
on Friday with a win over 
Venezuela. 

May, who was a semifinal¬ 
ist at the event in Halifax last 
year with Danny Demyan¬ 
enko, made history with 
Schachter in 2010 when they 
won Canada’s first medal at 
the tournament and its first 
beach volleyball world cham¬ 
pionship at any level. 

“I was lucky enough to 
have a good partner and I’m 
just trying to recreate some of 
that magic here,” May said. 

Their opponents will get a 
lot more difficult as the tour¬ 
nament progresses, but May 
and Keith gathered plenty of 
momentum with Thursday’s 
wins. 

“The way we play together, 
we really click,” Keith said, 
adding it doesn’t hurt to have 
a world champion partner to 
lean on when times get tough. 

While the 2010 title is the 
highlight of May’s career, he 
said winning in Halifax would 
top everything. 

“It would mean so much,” 
May said. “It was exciting (in 
2010) but to come here and do 
it in front of the home crowd 
and give fans something to 
cheer about, I think it would 
be something special.”

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Public meeting. Reactions 
varied on downtown 
Dartmouth development 


The reviews were mixed at a 
public meeting for a substan¬ 
tial development planned for 
downtown Dartmouth on 
Thursday night. 

About 50 local residents 
showed up to the meeting 
at the Alderney Gate Library 
to voice their opinions about 
the development proposed by 
Michael Napier Architecture 
at the comer of Ochterloney 
Street and Victoria Road. 

The seven-storey mixed-use 
Lotus Point Living develop¬ 
ment, which includes more 
than 3,000 square feet of com¬ 
mercial space and 51 residen¬ 
tial units, received both praise 
and complaints from those at 
the meeting. 

Concerns included increased 
volume in traffic, the impact on 
existing historical and residen¬ 
tial properties in the area, and 
whether low-income residents 
were being pushed out of the 
neighbourhood. 

The design of the building, 
which includes several terraces 
and a communal rooftop facil¬ 
ity, was widely accepted, as 
was the notion that downtown 
Dartmouth needs continual de¬ 
velopment

road from the planned site, was 
very vocal in expressing that 
the development was not being 
discussed with the community 
properly before the meeting. 

“You make no effort to talk 
to the people who are immedi¬ 
ately in front or across and say 
to them, ‘This is what I’d like,’” 
he said during the meeting. 

He was also concerned that 
if one large downtown develop¬ 
ment was approved it would set 
a precedent for more, and asked 
where the line would be drawn. 

One supporter of the de¬ 
velopment was resident Trevor 
Parson, who lives on nearby 
Oak Street. He said he was 
mystified by several of the 
concerns. “If I don’t like some¬ 
thing, I’d tell you,” he said. “The 
problem is a lot of architects try 
to mimic the heritage buildings 
and this compliments them. I 
applaud the developer.”

Nova Scotia Power is asking 
the province’s Utility and Re¬ 
view Board to keep redacted 
information secret in an audit 
that alleges it overcharged 
customers until after a hear¬ 
ing is held later this year on 


whether criticisms in the re¬ 
port are valid. 

The public utility told the 
board Thursday it doesn’t 
want portions of the audit 
blacked out indefinitely, but 
only until the board releases a 
decision on the merits of the 
audit in October. 

“What we’re hoping for 
and asking for today is full 
disclosure of all of the facts on 
all of the issues,” Nova Scotia 
Power CEO Rob Bennett said 
outside the hearing. 

“We’re tiying to protect 
customers ... by being reason¬ 
able and by being open and 


transparent at the right time 
when all of the information is 
available.” 

The audit conducted by 
the Liberty Consulting Group, 
which was released in July, 
said Nova Scotia Power owes 
its customers a refund be¬ 
cause it paid $22 million too 
much for fuel over the past 
two years. 

Peter Downard, the util¬ 
ity’s lawyer, argued at the 
hearing the audit is defama¬ 
tory, would violate the privacy 
of employees and break con¬ 
tractual confidentiality. 

John Merrick, the prov¬ 


ince’s consumer advocate, 
slammed the company’s as¬ 
sertion that the general public 
may not be able to understand 
the information if it was re¬ 
leased, saying it undermines 
the public’s intelligence. 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Jamie Baillie told the 
hearing if the information 
remains redacted, the public 
would lose confidence in the 
utility and that it would “fuel 
their distrust.” He said it’s in 
the public’s interest to know 
if they overpaid for power and 
the reasons why.

Free. Former politician 
convicted of defrauding 
the public released 


A former Nova Scotia politician 
who admitted to defrauding 
taxpayers to feed a gambling 
addiction is out of jail after 
serving about four months of a 
nine-month sentence. 

Dave Wilson was sentenced 
in April after admitting to de¬ 
frauding the public purse of 
nearly $61,000. 

Justice Department spokes¬ 
woman Tara Walsh says Wil¬ 
son was released from custody 
Wednesday. 

Wilson, who also received 
18 months’ probation, plead¬ 
ed guilty nearly a year ago to 
fraud, breach of trust and ut¬ 
tering forged documents. 

The former Liberal was one 
of four politicians charged in 
the province’s constituency ex¬ 
pense scandal. 

Richard Hurlburt, a former 
Progressive Conservative cab¬ 
inet minister, was sentenced 
to a year of house arrest in July 
after pleading guilty to charges 
of fraud and breach of trust.

Wayne Young was out on the 
water in a red canoe on another 
beautiful day in HRM Thursday 
Then, before he knew what 
had happened, his boat cap¬ 
sized and he was in the water. 

Young, who was wearing a 
life jacket, said it was thanks 
to his personal flotation device 
(PFD) that he was able to assess 
the situation and grab onto his 
boat where he was able to wait 
for a pair of paddlers to come 
by in another canoe. 

The trio then performed a 
canoe-over-canoe rescue where 
they were able to pull Young’s 
boat out of the water on top of 
the second canoe. Then they 
placed it right side up in the 
water before sending Young 
back on his way. 


This wasn’t a real rescue, as 
it happened inside at the Dart¬ 
mouth Sportsplex swimming 
pool — but the message was 
clear. 

Young is the director of 
swimming and water safety 
for the Canadian Red Cross in 
Atlantic Canada and he and his 
staff put on a demonstration 
Thursday to show the effective¬ 
ness of wearing a PFD in case of 
a boating emergency. 

“PFDs do their job,” Young 
said after he hopped out of the 
water. “But they don’t work if

A Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court judge has approved 
the spending of $1.5 million 
in public funds to help an 
idled Cape Breton get ready 
to restart. 

The money for the New- 
Page Port Hawkesbury mill 
comes from a $15.8-million 
fund set up by the provincial 
government to help keep 
the mill in a so-called hot 
idle mode. 

Judge John Murphy had 
adjourned his decision on 
the approval earlier this 
week, saying he needed to 
hear from interested parties. 

Peter Wedlalce, chief re¬ 
structuring officer for court- 
appointed monitor Ernst & 
Young, says the funds will be 
used to bring back workers 
and buy supplies. 

He says prospective buy¬ 
er Pacific West Commercial 
Corp. is also ready to pro¬ 
vide up to $500,000 towards 
the preparations. 

He says the goal is to be 
ready to produce paper as 
soon as the deal to buy the 
mill is closed in late Sep-

Republican National 
Convention. Former 
governor takes aim 
at President Obama’s 
record during speech 
accepting nomination 


A portrait of a humane, tender¬ 
hearted Mitt Romney emerged 
on Thursday at the Republican 
National Convention, even as 
he urged Americans to punish 
Barack Obama for his broken 
promises about a brighter fu¬ 
ture by voting him out of office 
this November. 

“I accept your nomination 
for president of the United 
States,” a teary-eyed Romney 
told cheering delegates, many 
of whom were long cool to¬ 
wards his candidacy. “I do so 
with humility, deeply moved by 
the trust you’ve placed in me.” 

Romney took aim at 
Obama’s record, saying Amer¬ 
icans deserved better than the 
president. 

“Hope and change had a 
powerful appeal,” Romney said. 


“But tonight I’d ask a simple 
question: If you felt that ex¬ 
citement when you voted for 
Barack Obama, shouldn’t you 
feel that way now that he’s 
President Obama?” 

The prime-time speech was 
clearly aimed at the disaffected 
Obama voters tuning into the 
convention, rather than the 
thousands of hke-minded Re¬ 
publicans gathered in Tampa, 
as Romney reiterated time and 
again: Obama is a failure. 

“I wish President Obama 
had succeeded because I want 
America to succeed,” Romney 
said. 

“But his promises gave way 
to disappointment and div¬ 
ision. This isn’t something we 
have to accept. Now is the mo¬ 
ment when we can do some¬ 
thing, and with your help, we 
will do something.”

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‘Whore* tweet by Toronto 
mayor's niece draws outrage 


Sex assaults. Comment 
made after police 
warning about attacks 


The niece of Toronto’s mayor 
apologized Thursday for sug¬ 
gesting women can avoid sex¬ 
ual assault by not dressing “like 
a whore” after the comment 
brought a public backlash. 

Krista Ford, the niece of 
Mayor Rob Ford and the daugh¬ 
ter of Coun. Doug Ford, ex¬ 
pressed her regret on Twitter, 
where she originally made the 
controversial declaration. 

“I didn’t mean to cause such 
an alarm and I apologize if I did. 
I just want women to be safe,” 
she wrote on the social media 
site. 

Ford, who was captain of To¬ 
ronto’s short-lived lingerie foot¬ 
ball team, had earlier advised 
women to “Stay alert, walk tall, 
cany mace, take self-defence 
classes & don’t dress like a 
whore.” 

Her message followed a po¬ 
lice warning about recent sex¬ 
ual assaults in the city’s west 
end and sparked online outrage 
before it was yanked from her 
Twitter account. 


Among her critics was a 
woman who identified herself 
as a victim in one of the six sex¬ 
ual assaults that prompted the 
police alert. 

“For the record, I was sex¬ 
ually assaulted while wearing 
a knee-length polka-dot dress,” 
the woman wrote in an open 
letter posted on Faceboolc. 

Some questioned the sin¬ 
cerity of Ford’s apology, while 
others defended her against 
critics who took issue with her 
own attire. 

“If your argument against 
Krista Ford’s comments about 
sexual assault are based on the 
way she dresses, you’re doing it 
wrong,” one tweet read. 

Ford’s polarizing tweet 
came more than a year after 
a Toronto police officer made 
similar recommendations 
while speaking to university 
students about campus safety. 

The officer was criticized for 
his advice that women should 
avoid dressing “like sluts” to 
reduce the risk of assault, and 
later apologized. 

His comment became the 
catalyst for SlutWallc, a series of 
marches to protest the sugges¬ 
tion that victims are to blame.

Isaac dumped unrelenting rain 
and flooded areas around New 
Orleans on Thursday as people 
who thought they could ride 
out a lowest-category hurricane 
faced quickly rising waters. 

Hundreds of homes were 
swamped, about 500 people 
had to be rescued and half of 
Louisiana was without power. 
At least two people were lulled. 

New Orleans itself was pro¬ 
tected by newly fortified flood 
defences put in place after the 
devastating Hurricane Katrina 
seven years ago. 

“Hopefully, as far as the

city of New Orleans is con¬ 
cerned, the worst is behind 
us,” New Orleans Mayor 
Mitch Landrieu said. 

But residents outside the 
city were scrambling as the 
slow-moving Isaac, now a trop¬ 
ical depression, kept dumping 
rain. Along the shores of Lake 


Ponchartrain just north of New 
Orleans, officials sent scores 
of vehicles to help evacuate 
about 3,000 people. 

Louisiana officials ordered 
evacuations downstream 
along the sparsely populated 
Tangipahoa River as a dam 
threatened to fail and send 
water to neighbouring Missis¬ 
sippi, which had its own flood¬ 
ing. Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jin- 
dal said officials would release 
water at the dam. 

The floodwaters “were 
shockingly fast-rising, from 
what I understand from talk¬ 
ing to people,” Lt. Gov. Jay 
Dardenne said. “It caught 
eveiybody by surprise.” 

A man was killed Thurs¬ 
day morning when a tree fell 
on his truck in Mississippi. In 
Louisiana, a man died after fall¬ 
ing from a tree while helping 
friends move a vehicle ahead 
of the storm.

Storm. Weakening Isaac 
hovers over Louisiana, 
forcing more evacuations 


By early Thursday, Isaac’s 
maximum sustained winds 
had decreased to 72 km/h and 
the U.S. National Hurricane 
Center said it was expected to 
become a tropical depression 
by Thursday night, meaning 
its top sustained winds would 
drop below 63 kph. 

Forecasters expected Isaac 
to move farther inland over 
the next several days, dump¬ 
ing rain on drought-stricken 
states across the nation’s mid¬ 
section before finally break¬ 
ing up over the weekend. 

Because Isaac’s coiled 
bands of rain and wind were 
moving at only 8 kph — 
about the pace of a brisk walk 
— the threat of storm surges 
and floodings were expected 
to linger Thursday. 

The storm knocked out 
power to 901,000 homes 
in Louisiana and more 
than 150,000 customers in 
neighbouring Mississippi, 
stripped branches off trees 
and flattened fields of sug¬ 
ar cane so completely that 
they looked as if a tank had 
driven over them. 

In coastal Mississippi, of¬ 
ficials used small motorboats 
Wednesday to rescue at least

A former University of Virginia 
lacrosse player who killed his 
ex-girlfriend in a drunken 
rage was sentenced Thursday 
to 23 years in prison, slightly 
less than what a jury recom¬ 
mended.

A jury found Huguely guilty 
in Februaiy of second-degree 
murder and grand larceny The 
defence had asked for a 14-year 
sentence. 

Circuit Judge Edward Hog¬ 
shire reduced the jury’s recom¬ 
mended 26-year sentence by 
three years. 

Huguely and Love, both 
seniors and varsity lacrosse 
players at U of Virginia, had a 
volatile relationship that spir¬ 
alled into the deadly confronta¬ 
tion. Huguely denied inflicting 
the fatal injuries Love suffered, 
saying she banged her head 
against her bedroom wall. 

A coroner concluded Love 
died of blunt-force trauma.

Penn State. Report: Sandusky should be 
designated sexually violent predator 


Former Penn State assistant 
football coach Jeriy Sandusky 
has been recommended for 
designation as a sexually vio¬ 
lent predator, a legal status that 
would require lifetime registra¬ 
tion with authorities, according 
to a person who has read an 
assessment board’s report to a 
judge in the case. 

The recommendation from 
the Sexual Offenders Assess¬ 
ment Board was disclosed to 
The Associated Press on Thurs¬ 
day by the person, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause of the report’s confiden¬ 
tial nature. 

Sandusky, 68, was convicted 
in June of sexually abusing 10 
boys over a 15-year period. He is 
jailed awaiting sentencing and 
maintains his innocence. 

Sandusky, given his age and 
the serious nature of the crimes 
of which he was convicted, is 



likely to receive a sentence that 
will keep him in prison for life. 
No sentencing date has been 
announced. 

Pennsylvania law designates 
certain offenders as sexually 
violent predators if they are 


considered to have mental ab¬ 
normalities or personality dis¬ 
orders that make them likely 
to engage in predatoiy sexually 
violent offences. 

If prosecutors pursue the 
sexually violent predator status 
and Sandusky opposes it, Judge 
John Cleland will decide wheth¬ 
er it is merited. 

A spokesman for the attor¬ 
ney general’s office declined 
to comment on Thursday, and 
Sandusky defence attorney 
Joe Amendola did not return 
phone and email messages 
seeking comment. 

Eight young men testified 
against Sandusky, describing a 
range of abuse that went from 
grooming and manipulation to 
fondling, oral sex and anal rape 
when they were boys and in¬ 
cluded acts that occurred inside 
Penn State team showers.

An Amish bishop accused of 
orchestrating hair-cutting at¬ 
tacks in Ohio forced women 
at his settlement to have sex 
with him so he could turn 
them into better wives, one 
of the women testified Thurs¬ 
day. 

The woman said what 
started out as hugs turned 
into kisses and then sex. She 
said she resisted at first. 

“He would say things like 
‘I can’t understand why you 
won’t obey me, the other 
ladies can,”’ the woman testi¬ 
fied. “I always gave up. I was 
afraid not to.” 

Prosecutors say the al¬ 
leged sexual “counselling” of 
married women shows the 
control Samuel Mullet Sr. had 
over followers at the Amish 
settlement he founded two 


decades ago. 

The 16 people accused of 
carrying out the hair-cutting 
attacks last fall all lived on 
Mullet’s settlement in eastern 
Ohio near the West Virginia 


panhandle. 

The government contends 
that the hair cutting was mo¬ 
tivated by a religious dispute 
between Mullet and other 
Amish bishops who sought to 


limit his authority. Those ac¬ 
cused targeted hair because 
of its spiritual significance. 
The judge told jurors that 
Mullet was not charged with

Prosecutors wanting to prove 
that a gunman methodic¬ 
ally carried out last month’s 
Colorado theatre shooting 
that left 12 people dead and 
wounded 58 have a difficult 
task: If James Holmes pleads 
not guilty by reason of insan¬ 
ity, they must prove he is 
sane. 

A court hearing Thursday 
will examine his relationship 
with a University of Colo¬ 
rado psychiatrist to whom he 
mailed a package containing 
a notebook that reportedly 
contains violent descriptions 
of an attack. 

His attorneys say Holmes 
is mentally ill and that he 
sought help from psychia¬ 
trist Lynne Fenton at the 
school, where he was a PhD 
student, until shortly before 
the July 20 shooting. Pros¬ 


ecutors allege Holmes may 
have been angry at the fail¬ 
ure of a once-promising aca¬ 
demic career. 

Records released Thurs¬ 
day show the director of the 
University of Iowa graduate 
program in neuroscience told 
colleagues in a January 2011 
email that they were not to 
offer admission to Holmes 
“under any circumstances.” A 
second professor agreed. 

The professors did not 
elaborate on their reasons in 
the emails. 

Unlike most other states 
where the defence needs to 
prove insanity, prosecutors 
in Colorado are the ones who 
have to show that a defend¬ 
ant is sane — without the 
ability of having their own 
experts examine Holmes.

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U.K. Despite NIMBYism, 
Harry Potter author’s tree 
houses get council’s OK

J.K. Rowling is building two 
tree houses fit for a wizard. 

Despite some complaints 
from neighbours, the City of 
Edinburgh Council said Thurs¬ 
day it has approved the Harry 
Potter author’s application to 
create the large tree houses in 
her garden for her children. 

The structures, each about 
12 metres high, feature 
tall conical roofs and tur¬ 
reted windows in the style of 
Hogwarts Castle in the Harry 
Potter movies. 

Artist impressions submit¬ 
ted to the council show that 
they will be built on wooden 
stilts and are connected by a 
rope bridge. Other features 
included are lanterns above 
the doors, a spiral staircase, 
balconies, a trap door, and a 
steel slide. 

Several neighbours had 
written to object, saying the 
tree-houses may be visible 



from the road through a gap 
in the conifers that shield the 
development and could affect 
the area’s landscape. 

But the council granted 
Rowling’s request, saying the 
development will not have a 
negative impact on the con¬ 
servation area. 

Rowling, 47, lives in a 
17th-century mansion in an 
Edinburgh suburb with her 
husband and three children.

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NATO powers 
ponder no-fly 
zone for Syria 


Diplomatic impasse. 

Britain, France weigh 
military options while 
Russia, China continue to 
back the Assad regime 


Britain and France said Thurs¬ 
day they are not ruling out any 
options in Syria, including a 
mihtary-enforced no-fly zone 
to protect a safe area on the 
ground for thousands of people 
fleeing the escalating civil war. 

Speaking shortly before a 
United Nations Security Coun¬ 
cil meeting on the humanitar¬ 
ian plight in Syria, Britain’s For¬ 
eign Secretaiy William Hague 
told a news conference that a 
Turkish proposal for a safe zone 
requires militaiy intervention, 
which the deeply divided coun¬ 
cil is unlikely to endorse at the 
moment. 

The path to agreement over 
a safe zone is fraught with ob¬ 
stacles. Both Hague and French 
Foreign Minister Laurent Fa- 
bius acknowledged that the 
Security Council is paralyzed 
on Syria and unable to agree on 
any action to halt the escalating 
civil war. 

Russia and China, Syria’s 
most important allies, have 
vetoed three Western-backed 
resolutions in the Security 
Council seeking to pressure 
Assad’s government with the 
threat of sanctions, and are not 
likely to shift positions in the 
immediate future. 


Uncertain times

Britain and France are veto- 
wielding members of the Se¬ 
curity Council as well as key 
NATO members, and Hague 
was asked whether the options 
include a NATO-enforced no-fly 
zone, without Security Council 
authorization, as happened in 
Kosovo in 1999. 

The British and French min¬ 
isters said Thursday’s meeting 
was important to spotlight the 
humanitarian crisis and they 
urged council members and 
the broader international com¬ 
munity to contribute funds to 
help Syrian civilians inside and 
outside the country. 

Fabius, whose countiy holds 
the council presidency this 
month, said Britain and France 
believe Syrian President Bashar 
Assad and his clan should 
be held accountable for the 
crimes committed during the 
18-month conflict. 

The French minister said 
the two countries also want 
to encourage Syrians to de¬ 
fect and Hague urged them to 
do it sooner rather than later 
to avoid possible future war 
crimes prosecution.

Insurgent attack

A judge is now considering 
whether the rights of Amer¬ 
ican-born Taliban fighter 
John Walker Lindh are being 
violated because daily group 
prayers are banned at the 
Indiana prison where he’s 
being held. 

The government rested 
its case Thursday after a 
four-day trial in Indianapolis 


in Lindh’s lawsuit. Lindh, 
who pleaded guilty in 2002 
to aiding the former Talifan 
government in Afghanistan, 
says the ban violates Muslim 
inmates’ religious rights. 

U.S. District Judge Jane 
Magnus Stinson didn’t 
immediately rule, but gave 
both sides 75 days to submit 
final documents in the case. 

Lindh says the prison 
policy violates a 1993 law 
that bars the government 
from curtailing religious ex¬ 
pression without a compel¬ 
ling interest.

to push out on its mission to Earths radiation belts 


A Jupiter-bound spacecraft 
prepared to fire its engine 
Thursday for an important 
manoeuvre intended to bring 
it back toward Earth. 

The engine burn was the 
first of two planned to set up 
NASA’s Juno spacecraft to use 
Earth’s gravity to accelerate 
it toward the outer solar sys¬ 
tem. The second engine firing 
will occur next week. 

Launched last year, Juno is 
zooming toward an encoun¬ 
ter with the giant gas planet 
in 2016. 

More than half a dozen 
spacecraft have visited the 
solar system’s largest planet 
since the 1970s, but Juno 
promises to venture closer.

Twin U.S. satellites rock¬ 
eted into orbit Thursday on 
a quest to explore Earth’s 
treacherous radiation belts 
and protect the planet from 
solar outbursts. 

It’s the first time two 
spacecraft are flying in tan¬ 
dem amid the punishing 
radiation belts, brimming 
with highly charged particles 
capable of wrecking satellites 
and endangering astronauts. 


Radiation belt study 


“The Earth responds to 
what’s coming from the 
sun, so we say,’If the 
sun sneezes, the Earth 
catches a cold.’”

“We’re going to a place that 
other missions tiy to avoid, 
and we need to live there 
for two years. That’s one of 
our biggest challenges,” said 
Richard Fitzgerald, project 
manager for Johns Hopkins. 

These new satellites, 
shielded with thick alum¬ 
inum, are designed to with¬ 
stand an onslaught of cosmic 
rays for the next two years. 

Scientists expect the 
$686-million mission to shed 
light on how the sun affects 
the Van Allen radiation belts, 
named after the astrophysi¬ 
cist who discovered them a 
half-century ago. 

Earth’s two doughnut¬ 
shaped radiation belts are full 
of high-energy particles from 
the sun and elsewhere in the 
cosmos, trapped by Earth’s 
magnetic field. 

Normally, the belts remain 
well above the International 
Space Station and low-flying 
satellites. But the belts can 
expand during solar storms 
into the paths of orbiting 
spacecraft. If severe, the 
storms can cripple satellites 
and endanger astronauts.

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Canada’s Big 5 
bank big bucks 
in third quarter

Canada’s biggest banks post¬ 
ed a stunning $7.8 billion of 
cumulative profit in the third 
quarter, as consumers main¬ 
tained their borrowing habits 
and domestic banking results 
propped up weakness in other 
divisions. 

The performance left ana¬ 
lysts’ restrained predictions in 
the dust, marking an increase 
of 45 per cent from net income 
of $5.38 billion a year ago. 

All five banks delivered a 
surprise boost to their divi¬ 
dends paid to shareholders. 
Royal Bank also boasted that 
its profits rose 73 per cent to a 
new record high. 


It was quite a contrast from 
concerns that lending would 
subside during the period, 
while banks looked for ways 
to cut their costs. But several 
analysts say they’re not con¬ 
vinced these bombastic results 
are sustainable into next year. 

Royal Bank’s record prof¬ 
its amounted to $2.24 billion, 
or $1.47 per share. That com¬ 
pared with earnings of $1.29 
billion or 83 cents per share in 
the year-earlier period. 

TD reported profits of $1.7 
billion, or $1.78 per share, 
from $1.49 billion or $1.58 a 
share a year ago. 

Its domestic personal and 
commercial banking posted a 
record quarter, with reported 
net income of $864 million. 

Canadian Imperial Bank 
of Commerce profit rose by 
42 per cent in the quarter to 
$841 million, or $2 per share, 
compared with $591 million, 
or $1.33 a share, for the same 
period last year. 

Earlier this week, Bank of 


Montreal raised its dividend 
for the first time since 2007, 
boosting it 2.8 per cent to 72 
cents a share, on profits of 
$970 million. 

Scotiabank increased its 
quarterly dividend 3.6 per 
cent to 57 cents per share on 
$2.05 billion of profit. Several 
divisions improved perform¬ 
ance and the bank also bene¬ 
fited from an after-tax gain of 
$614 million from the sale of 
its Bay Street headquarters, 
Scotia Plaza. 

Scotiabank announced 
Wednesday that it is buy¬ 
ing ING Bank of Canada 
from its Dutch parent com¬ 
pany in a $3.13-billion deal.

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Buffett. Billionaire to 
shell out millions in 
shares for 82 nd birthday 


Warren Buffett is celebrating 
his 82nd birthday by giving 
each of his three children a 
big present: about $600 mil¬ 
lion worth of his company’s 
stock for their charitable 
foundations. 

Buffett announced the 
gifts in a letter made public 
Thursday, saying he is re¬ 
warding his children for the 
way they’ve run their founda¬ 
tions. 

The new contributions, 
added to previous gifts, mean 
they’ll each receive about 
$2.1 billion in stock over 
time. In 2006, Buffett prom¬ 
ised to give roughly $1.5 
billion of Class B Berkshire 
Hathaway stock to each of 
the foundations his children 
run as part of a plan give the 
bulk of his fortune to charity. 

Buffett said he decided to 
increase the amount his chil¬ 
dren will receive because of 
the progress they’ve made. 

“I’m very pleased about 
how all three of them have 
handled the contributions 
in the last six years,” Buffett 
told The Associated Press. 

Buffett said he is feeling 
fine and this decision was 
not prompted by any concern

Amazon.com Inc. says it has 
sold out of its Kindle Fire 
tablet computer amid expecta¬ 
tions of a new model for the 
holiday season. 

The Internet retailer has 
a major press conference 
scheduled for next Thursday 
in Santa Monica, Calif. It’s 
widely expected to reveal a 
new model of the Fire there, 
so Thursday’s announcement 
that the first model is “sold 
out” suggests that Amazon 
halted production a while ago 
to retool for a new model. 

Amazon launched the $199 
tablet last November. It was 
the first Kindle with a colour 
screen and the ability to 
run third-party applications, 
placing it in competition with 
Apple’s iPad, but at half the 
price of the cheapest iPad. 

Amazon doesn’t say how 
many Fires it has sold, but 
says it captured 22 per cent 
of U.S. tablet sales over nine 
months. That would make 
it the second-most-popular 
tablet, after the iPad.

Crossfire Hurricane. The 
Rolling Stones set to take 
theatres by storm this fall 


A documentaiy with newly- 
released historic footage will 
trace The Rolling Stones’ 50- 
year journey from teenagers 
to rock icons, publicists for 
the band said Thursday. 

The film, titled Crossfire 
Hurricane — from a lyric in 
Jumping Jack Flash — is due 
for release in some British 
cinemas in October. 

The documentaiy includes 
footage showing the band’s 
first road trips and the chaos 
of early tours, accompanied 
by commentaries by Mick Jag- 
ger, Keith Richards, Charlie 
Watts, Ronnie Wood and for¬ 
mer Stones Bill Wyman and 
Mick Taylor. 

“This is not an academic 
history lesson,” director Brett 
Morgen said in a statement. 
Instead, the film invites the 
audience to experience “the 
Stones’ nearly mythical jour¬ 
ney from outsiders to rock 
and roll royalty,” he said. 

The documentary also will 
be shown later this year on 
HBO and the BBC. 

The Stones, who are cele¬ 
brating their 50th anniver- 
saiy this year, have so far 
kept their plans secret. On 
Thursday, a publicist for the

Director Paul Anderson’s 
Resident Evil films, based on 
the juggernaut same-named 
Capcom videogames, have 
long traded in the macabre, 
filled as they are with hordes 
of flesh eating zombies, un¬ 
dead Dobermans and hulking 
monsters of every perverse 
persuasion. 

And even though the ser¬ 
ies’ central force, actress 
Milla Jovovich (also writer/ 
director Anderson’s wife), is 
perhaps their greatest special 
effect, the man assigned the 
task of designing the mind 
bending horrors her high- 
kicking heroine Alice must 


battle is Canadian special 
makeup effects craftsman, 
Paul Jones. 

The English-born Jones 
has been in the business for 
almost 25 years, getting his 
start with FX legend Bob 
Keen on pictures like like 
The Unholy, Hellraiser II and 
Nightbreed but has since be¬ 
come something of an icon in 
his own right with his work 
on Bride of Chucky, Silent 
Hill and now, the fifth in the 
Evil franchise, Resident Evil: 
Retribution 3D. 

“You look at Paul Ander¬ 
son’s resume, and it’s like, 
every fun movie ever made, 
he’s done,” says Jones from 
his east end Toronto studio. 

“He cares more about 
makeup than any other dir¬ 
ector I’ve ever worked with. 
Retribution is my third time 
working with Paul and there’s 
a shorthand there now.” 

Jones designed the mon¬ 
sters and makeup for the 
second, non-Anderson 

directed film Apocalypse and 
the fourth picture, Afterlife

as well, but the more abstract 
Retribution proved to be an 
even more imaginative and 
challenging experience. 

In it, Alice finds herself 
deep in the bowels of the evil 
Umbrella Corporation, trying 
to escape a series of harrow¬ 
ing simulated universes ripe 
with giant eyeless monsters, 
hammer swinging execu¬ 
tioners, Japanese zombies 
and most eerily, an army of 
motorcycle riding Nazi zom¬ 
bie bikers. 

“That’s the thing people 
forget, they think zombie 
they think risen from grave 
and in Resident Evil that’s not 
necessarily true,” says Jones. 

“You get infected, you 


get mutated which as an ef¬ 
fects artist, gives you options. 
That’s why I’m not daunted 
when I get a Resident Evil 
script because you know 
you’re not going to have 
to beat The Walking Dead, 
which you couldn’t anyway 
because they’re the best zom¬ 
bie makeups ever done. Resi¬ 
dent Evil has its own beat.” 

Jones’ 3D tweaked handi¬ 
work can also be seen this 
season in the upcoming Si¬ 
lent Hill: Revelations, also 
produced by the Resident 
Evil team of Samuel Hadida 
and Don Carmody. But in the 
meantime, Anderson’s huge¬ 
ly popular films are not set 
to stop with this fifth entry 
and why would they? They’re 
incredibly popular and as 
Jones’ concurs, there’s still 
so many places to take them 
creatively. 

“There’s no stopping the 
series,” he says. “The possi¬ 
bilities of what we can do are 
limitless. The only thing that 
would stop the series, well, is 
Milla, really.” 



Stories We Tell. Sarah Polley’s family 
secret inspired new documentary 


Acclaimed actress and film¬ 
maker Sarah Polley says her 
own family secret inspired her 
new documentary, Stories We 
Teh. 

The doc, which debuted 
Wednesday at the Venice Film 
Festival, probes the secrets be¬ 
hind a family of storytellers. 

In a guest blog post on 
the National Film Board of 
Canada website, the Oscar- 
nominated writer-director re¬ 
veals she made the doc after 
learning the identity of her 
biological father. 

The Toronto-based star 
says she had long suspected 
her late mother, who died 
when Polley was 11, may 
have had an affair that led to 
her conception. 

But she didn’t know for sure 
until 2006, when a DNA test 
confirmed a man she had met 
almost by accident was her bio¬ 
logical father. 

Polley says she kept the in¬ 
formation to herself for a year 
and revealed it to the father 
she grew up with after learn¬ 
ing a journalist got wind of the 
secret. 

The director of Away 
From Her and Take This 
Waltz says the story wasn’t 
published because she tear¬ 
fully begged the journalist 
not to print it. 

“My father’s response to this 
staggering piece of news was 
extraordinary,” Polley writes 
in the online post that’s dated 


Wednesday 

“He has always been a man 
who responds to things in un¬ 
usual ways, for better or for 
worse. He was shocked, but 
not angry. His chief concern, 
almost immediately, was that 
my siblings and I not put any 
blame on my mother for her 
straying outside of their mar¬ 
riage.” 

Polley says as more people 
heard of and discussed the 
revelation, she became fas¬ 
cinated with how stories take 
on a life of their own and de¬ 
cided to make a film about 
that concept. 

“Making this film was the 
hardest thing I’ve ever done,” 
she writes. 

“It took five years and 
tormented me. I didn’t want 
to make it, and I wanted to 
give up many times along 
the way, but I also didn’t 
want this story to be out 
there in the words of some¬ 
one other than the many 
people who lived it. 

“Now it will be written 
about in many other people’s 
words, and I’m finally at peace 
with that.” 

Polley says she’s hoping 
to not do any press or inter¬ 
views about the film until 
it’s released theatrically, and 
apologizes for her decision 
to do so. But she notes she 
wants to let the doc “speak 
for itself.”

Young love. Parents, 
producers buzzing 
about new reality 
show on teen 
weddings 


After allowing viewers to gape 
at the excesses of the rich 
bride, support the frugality 
of the poor bride, and cheer 
the weight loss of the bulging 
bride, reality TV is dishing up 
a new twist to televised nup¬ 
tials — brace yourself for the 
teen bride. 

Slice is currently casting 
in Canada for My Teenage 


Wedding, a series that has 
raised eyebrows among some 
parents who woriy the show 
may be cashing in on the vul¬ 
nerabilities of young love and 
could negatively impact youth 
audiences. 

But those behind the ser¬ 
ies say the show is more of a 
social documentary that could 
even serve as a conversation 
starter for parents worried 
about their teens’ relation¬ 
ships.

inappropriate,” she said of 
youth-focused reality show. 
“It’s one thing to show adults 
in that light... and another to 
show minors exposing their 
mistakes and their vulner¬ 
abilities at such a raw and im¬ 
pressionable age, and by asso¬ 
ciation making an impression 
and influencing youth who 
are watching.” 

The proliferation of youth- 
focused reality shows makes 


the self-described pop culture 
junkie from Toronto wonder 
how much media attention 
her 10-year-old will want as he 
grows up, particularly since 
he already enjoys making You¬ 
Tube videos with his family. 

“Because they see them¬ 
selves reflected back on the 
screen, a lot of kids now do 
think ‘I could do that, I could 
be on that show,”’ she said. 
“As a parent, I can teach my 


children what’s appropriate 
and what’s not... You need to 
have a dialogue.” 

Those behind My Teenage 
Wedding say the show is a 
way to start that conversation 
if a parent is concerned about 
their child’s relationships 
or the impact reality shows 
might have. 

“It actually gives them a 
vehicle and a reason to bring 
it up,” said Christine Shipton, 


vice-president of original con¬ 
tent at Shaw Media — Slice’s 
parent company — who notes 
she hasn’t heard any parental 
concerns from the airing of 
four pilot episodes in the 
spring. 

“If this is a point of view 
that you’re concerned is af¬ 
fecting your kids in a negative 
way, you need to talk to them 
about it.”

With the end of Breaking Bad 
drawing near — the final eight 
episodes of the critically ac¬ 
claimed drama will air next 
year — speculation is running 
rampant about how the story 
will conclude. 

And star Bryan Cranston 
has some ideas about what will 
happen to Walter White, his 
cancer-suffering high school 
teacher turned meth-dealing 
crime lord — namely, he could 
very well kick the bucket. 

“Maybe the guy who has 
created all this toxic waste 
around him, maybe that’s the 
happy ending. Maybe that he 
needs to die to make it happy,” 
Cranston says. 

Cranston is quick to point 
out, though, that this is all 
speculation on his part, since 
the final episodes haven’t 
been shot and creator Vince 
Gilligan is keeping him in the 
dark — probably because of 
interviews like this one. 

“I don’t know, I honestly 
don’t know how it’s going to 
end,” Cranston admits. “I don’t 
ask, (Gilligan) doesn’t tell me.” 

Whatever becomes of Wal¬ 
ter White, Cranston is at peace 
with the show drawing to a 
close. 

“I feel good, yes. We will 
have amassed 62 episodes 
and I think that’s right,” he 
says. “I would always rather 
end something I’m very proud 
of a year or two early rather 
than a year too late. You don’t 


want audiences going, ‘Break¬ 
ing Bad — is that still on the 
air?’ You don’t want to hear 
that. You want to hear, ‘Break¬ 
ing Bad, ah, man, I miss that 
show.’” 

Still, Cranston says view¬ 


ers should be prepared for 
a pretty grisly finale — and 
diehard fans of the show are 
ready for that. 

“It’s going to come to a 
horrible end and they know 
it,” he says. “The people who 


are really into the show don’t 
care, they’ve got to go. That’s 
brilliant structure to be able to 
do that, because you have new 
people who are following me 
and I’m doing all these despic¬ 
able things.”

When, in 2009, self-taught chef 
Chris De La Rosa launched his 
website, caribbeanpot.com, he 
wanted to create an archive of 
recipes from his native Trinidad 
and Tobago for his daughters. 

A few years later, the site 
has grown into a hub for Carib¬ 
bean cooking — spawning a 
YouTube channel and Faceboolc 
page. Recently, it was even 
picked up by two Caribbean TV 
stations for its own segment. 

“There is much more to 
Caribbean cuisine than jerk 
chicken, roti and curry goat,” 
says De La Rosa, from Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont. “There is a vast array 


of food to be found from island 
to island, depending on which 
countiy colonized it.” 

Trinidadian Pelau is a great 
introduction. A one-pot rice 
dish, it is similar to Spanish 
Paella. “Pelau embodies the 
true multicultural and multi¬ 
ethnic spirit of Trinidad,” says 
De La Rosa. “With coconut milk 
and meat marinated in fresh 
herbs and spices, it is the ultim¬ 
ate rice dish.” 

1. Clean chicken with citrus 
juice, rinse with water and 
drain. Season and marinate 
chicken in bowl with salt, 
Worcestershire sauce, ketchup, 
garlic, ginger, onion and to¬ 
mato, cilantro, black pepper, 
scotch bonnet pepper, scallion, 
thyme for at least 2 hours. 

2. Heat oil in large pot; add 
brown sugar. It will start to 
melt (keep stirring) then go 
frothy. When it turns amber, 
add chicken and stir well. Cover 
pot; cook on medium 10 mins. 


De La Rosa’s Tips

• Fresh. Achieve authentic 
flavour with fresh herbs 
like thyme and cilantro. 


• Marinate. A huge part 
of Caribbean cuisine is 
marinating meats and fish 
in fresh herbs and spices. 


3. Rinse peas; wash rice. Re¬ 
move pot lid and turn up heat 
to bum off any liquid. Pour rice 
into pot, then peas, carrots, 
coconut milk and water. 

4. Stir and quickly bring back 
to boil. Cover pot and allow to 
simmer 35 minutes or until all 
liquid absorbed and rice is ten¬ 
der. Add teaspoon of butter. 

5. Serve with slice of avocado, 
tomato and cucumber.

The Halifax Mooseheads have 
packed plenty into their first 
two weeks of training camp. 

On the ice, they’ve had

Paralympics. Swimmer 
from Montreal wins 
ninth career Olympic 
gold but first since 2004 


The moment he touched the 
wall, Benoit Huot released the 
emotions that had built over 
the last four years. 

When competitors started 
eclipsing him in Paralympic 
swimming in 2008, Huot re¬ 
fused to concede his race was 
run. The Montreal athlete re¬ 
dedicated himself to his sport. 

Huot won Canada’s first 
medal of the 2012 Paralympic 
Games with an exclamation 
mark. The 28-year-old captured 
gold in the 200 individual med¬ 
ley and broke his own world 
record Thursday. 

Huot leaned back in the 
water and looked up with a face 
etched in joy and relief follow¬ 
ing his race. During his post¬ 
race interviews, when Princess 


Astrid of Belgium hung the 
medal around his neck and 
while O Canada played, Huot 
would erupt in tears. 

It was Huot’s ninth career 
gold medal, but first since 2004 
when he dominated the Para¬ 
lympics in Athens with five vic¬ 
tories. Expecting another run of 
gold in 2008, Huot did not step 
on the top of the podium in 
Beijing. Instead, he returned to 
Canada with four bronze. 

Huot had set a world record 
in the 200IM at trials in March 
in Montreal. He lowered it by a 
quarter of a second Thursday to 
two minutes 10.01 seconds. 

Huot beat his chief rivals 
Andre Brasil of Brazil and Rick 
Pendleton of Australia by more 
than a body length. Brasil took 
the pace out hard in butterfly, 
but Huot reeled the Brazilian in 
and passed him on the breast¬ 
stroke leg. 

“I went to Beijing the world 
champion, world-record holder 
expecting to win that gold 
medal and I came third,” Huot
